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The Air of the Country is alſo thick and miſty from ſo 
much Water. For theſe reaſons the Phaſiant differ in 


their appearance from other people: for they are large 


and thick to a prodigy, without any ſign of joint or 
veſſel. Their colour is a pale yellow, like that in a 
Jaundice. Their voice is the deepeſt in the world, and 
that from breathing Air that is not clear, but miſty 
and very humid and with reſpe& to exerciſe they are 
very lazy. The Seaſons undergo no great change as to 
exceſſive heat or cold. The Winds are often ſoutherly, 
except one that is peculiar to the Country, which they 
call by the name of Cenchron, and this, when it blows, 
is ſometimes violent, troubleſome, and hot. The

The Air 
breath is very groſs and miſty, and the place they live 


in very damp, fo that the Winter is always there, and 


For 
the Plains are high, naked, and not ſurrounded with

Their wild beafts are not 
large, but ſuch as are hid under ground, on account of 
the ſharpneſs of the Winter and the nakedneſs of the 
Country.

As to. the temper oſ the weather from day to day, 6 
northerly wind condenſes our bodies, and makes em elaf- 
tick, nimble, well-colour'd, and quick of hearing. It al- 
ſo dries the belly, and irritates the Eyes; and, if there 
was any pain in the breaſt before, it rather increaſes it. 
A ſoutherly diſſolves and moiſtens the body, brings on 
thickneſs of hearing, heavineſs of the head, and dizzineſs ;

Theſe things happen'd ſometimes with, ſometimes 
without, a fever, and were more terrible than dange- 
rous, - For, wherever any of theſe diforders were di- 
geſted and turn'd to ſuppuration, there moſt of *em did 
well; but where the phlegmon and eryſipelas went off 
without any fuch 60, there many: of en dyd. 
The like circumſtances happen d, whatever part of the 
body it fell upon in its way. In many a flux hap- 
pen'd upon the arm and whole elbe. Where it fel 
upon the vibs, it affected em either before or behind. 
Some had the whole thigb, or the leg, or the foot, laid 
bare : but the moſt dangerous of theſe was, when they 
fell upon the pubes or private parts, This was the na- 
ture. of their attack, when either ulcers, or any other 
cauſe, occaſion'd the Eryſipelas. Many of em had it 
in fevers, before fevers, and upon fevers. To theſe, 
where any af em went off by ſuppuration, or by a con- 


fuel. 
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Aderable purging, or a diſcharge. of laudable urine, it 
| prov'd critical; but where none of theſe happen d, and 


they diſappear'd without any. ſigns, it prow'd fatal. 
Thus the caſe ſtood. among many with reſpe& to the 
Eryſpelas in the Spring, which continu'd alſo thro' 


. the Summer, and during the Antuma, The tubercles in 


die throat were very troubleſome too to ſome perſons, 
and ſo were the inflammations of the tongue, and the ab.

ſceſſes of the teeth, The voice, when. it was vitiated and 
obſtructed, was likewiſe another ſign to many, eſpecial- 
ly to thoſe who . 
who had burning-fevers and phrenſies. 

Theſe feuern and pbrenſies began early in the Spring 


fevers and after the cold weather that then happen'd, and a great

number were laid up with em at that time. They alſo 
prov id very acute and mortal. The ſtate of the fevers 
was thus. At the beginning they were troubled with co- 
mi, nauſea's, ' horrors, acute fevers, but little thirſt, 
and no- dalirium. They alſo bled a little at the noſe, 
and the paroxyſms for the moſt part were upon equal 
days. About the time of the paroxyſms came on _ 
of memory, great languidneſs, and loſs of ſpeech. 

fingers and toes were always cold, but much — 
baut the paroxyſms, and the -warmth- return'd again 
flowly and imperfealy. They came to themſelves a- 
gain, and ſpoke ; but either a continual coma, without 
ſleep, was upon em, or painful watchings. A great 
many were troubled with crude thin {tools in abun- 
dance. The urine was plentiful and thin, without any 
thing cretica/ or beneficial in it; nor did any thing elſe 
of the critical kind happen to thoſe who were thus af- 
fected : for they had neither a good hæmorrbage, nor a- 
ny critical ſeparation of what is uſual to paſs off; but 


every one dy'd (as fate wou'd have it) in a vague and un- 
certain manner, about the time of the crit for the moſt 
part; ſome held out a longer time, but dy d at laſt, with- 

Wh | out 
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with a kind of /fupid delirium, and dy'd with the heavi- 
neſs upon em. There were alſo other fevers, of which 
we ſhall take notice. Aphtha's, and ulcers in the mouth, 
were frequent; and great fluxes upon the private parts, 
with -ulcerations, tubercles, — and inwardly ; 


ſwellings in the groin ; inflammations of the eyes that were 
humid, of long duration, and painful; beſides little tu- 


maus upon the eye-lids, outwardly and inwardly, call'd 
Suxe, that deſtroy'd the ſight in many perſons.” The 
like happen'd upon other ulcers, and upon the private 
parts. There were alſo many carbuncles in the Summer, 
and other large pu/tules of the putrid kind, call'd End. 5 
many large herpes's or tetters, and many complaints in 
the belly too, that did a great deal of harm. In the firſt 
place many were ſeiz d with painful teneſmus's, eſpecial- 


ly children, and thoſe who were under the age of puber- 


ty, moſt of whom dy'd, Many alſo had Lienteries, 
and Dyſenteries, but theſe without much pain. The 
diſcharges were of the bilious, fat, thin, and watery 
kind; and in many the diſtemper took this turn, ſome- 
times with, ſometimes without, a fever. There were 
likewiſe cruel gripings and twi/tings of the guts, with in- 
tolerable pain. Many things that were in the body and 
ſuppreſs'd were let aut, but theſe diſcharges did not carry 
off the pains. What was adminiſter'd met with great 
difficulty; for purges were very injurious to moſt, Of 
theſe that were thus affected many dy'd in a ſhort time, 
and many again held out longer. In a word, all that 
were ill, whether of acute or chronical complaints, dy'd 
chiefly of diſorders in the belly ; for the belly was the ge- 
neral receiver of all . There was, as far as I cou'd 
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hoy were mortally.ill; and there was but lit- 


tle difference in the pbrenſies. For they were intirely with- 
out thirſt or madneſs, as in other pbrenſies, but were taken 
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obſerve, an aver/ion to food in every body, in all the 
foremention'd diſeaſes, In many, eſpecially of this fort, 
and the like; and among others of thoſe who were mor- 
tally ill, ſome were thirffy, others not. Of thoſe who 
had fevers and other diſorders no one drank intemperate- 
ly, but with reſpect to this regulated themſelves as the 
phyſician wou'd have em. The urine was much, and 
that not in proportion to the drink taken in, but vaſfly 
more; and that which came away was very bad in its 
quality; having neither thickneſs, nor digeſtion, nor 
was the body well cleans d by it. Whereas in many 
caſes cleanſings by the urine that are good are very be- 
neficial. To the greateſt part they now imply'd corrup- 
tion or colliquation, diſorder, pains, and the want of a 


criſis. Coma's likewiſe happen'd, particularly in the 


phrenfies and the burning-fevers; not but they happen'd 
too in all the other capital diſeaſes ?, where a fever at- 
tended; but in many a heavy coma follow'd, nnn 
gentle ſleeps, all the time. 

Many other kind of eue alſo ebe fuck a

raticks, inconſtants, and ſuch as were attended with nau- 


fea's and inguietude. All theſe brought with 'em great 


uneaſineſs : for the belly was in moſt caſes much diſ- 
turb'd, horrours came on, and ſweats that were not cri- 
tical. As to the urine, that was as we have already de- 


ſcrib'd it, A great many of em were likewiſe tedious ; 


the abſceſſes, that happen'd here, not proving critical as 
at other times. Add to this, the cri/is's were unfverſally 
very difficult, and ſometimes not at all; or prov'd very 
tedious, eſpecially to theſe. A few of em were deter- 
min'd in about eighty days; but to the greateſt part they

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without being confin'd to their beds. Many were af. 


flicted with tumours that came upon other diſeaſes, and 
above all thoſe who were conſumptive. For the greateſt, 


moſt difficult, and moſt fatal was the conſumption. Ma- 


ny of theſe, beginning in the Winter, oblig d a great 
number to keep their beds, while ſome of em bore it 
ſtanding. Early in the Spring moſt of thoſe who were 


hid up dy'd, and none of the reſt got rid of their coughs. 


They abated indeed in the Summer, but in the Autumn 


they were all laid up, many dy'd, and moſt of em 

were ill a long time. The greateſt number of theſe be- 
gan to be extremely ill preſently after theſe complaints, 
and had frequent horrours, continual acute fevers very 
often, and unſeaſonable ſweats. Many were cold conti- 


nually : the cold was great too, and they cou'd hardly get 


warm again. 'The belly was bound many ways, and 
preſently again became humid ; all that oppreſs d the 
lungs paſſing downwards. A great deal of urine was 
made, but not good; bad colliquations appear d; - coughs 
were frequent all along, and much came away digeſted 
and moiſt, and with tolerable eaſe. But if they were a 


little in pain, the diſcharge from the lungs was then ve- 


ry gentle in all. The throat was not much affected 


with acrid, nor did ſalt humours do any harm. What 


came from the head was viſcid, white, moiſt, and frothy. 
But the greateſt evil. of all, in theſe and other caſes, 
was, what we have taken notice of before, a diſiite to 
food: for they had no pleaſure in eating and drinking, 
but paſs'd the time very free from thirſt, There was al- 
ſo a heavineſs in the body, and a coma. A great many 
ſwell'd, and fell into dropſies, were troubled with hor- 
rours, and before they dy'd grew delirious. | 
Thoſe who fell into conſumptions were the ſmooth, the

affected with burning-fevers, phremſies, and dyſenteries ;

| ſome time was the Spring, which prov'd fatal to great 


numbers; the Summer was the eaſieſt, and feweſt dy'd;

nion, of great ſervice: for Szmmer-diſeaſes ceaſe upon 
the coming in of Winter, and Winter-diſeaſes upon the 
coming in of Summer. Though the Summer that then 
was was not well-condition'd, but on a ſudden hot and 
ſoutherly and calm; yet changing to another conſtitu- 
tion or ſeaſon was of ſervice. And indeed I look upon 
it to be a great part of the Art to be able to conſider pro- 
perly what has been already wrote. For he who knows, 
and makes uſe of, theſe things, does not ſeem to me ca- 
pable of any great miſtakes in his profeffion. But then 
he ought to be well acquainted with the condition of 
every ſeaſon, and alſo with the diſeaſe; the good that is 
common to the ſeaſon or the diſeaſe, and which diſeaſe 
will be long and fatal, long and fafe, acute and fatal, a- 
cute and fafe; and likewiſe the order of the critical 
days. Theſe things he ought to conſider and predict 
from; becauſe they are able to ſupply him. And he who 
is acquainted with theſe things En 
and how to diet, cr manage the Tell. 
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IN the wry deginning of Sonar f, the - Peloponne- The Plague 
2 e ee e- eee os ee 
they had done the firſt year of the war, under the con: 


duct of Archidamus the Son of Zeuxidamus king of par- 


ta; and, after encampitig, waſted the country about 


*em. They had not been many days in Attica, before 
the Plague firſt broke out among the Athemans, after 
having before that Viſited, as the report went, Lemos 


and many other places: but ſo great a plague and mor- 
tality was never yet known, in the memory of man. 
The phyſicians were fo far from being able to cure it at 


fixſt, for want of knowing the nature of it, that they 
themſelves dy'd faſter than others, as being moſt familiar 
cou'd any other art of man make 
head againſt it. All ſupplications to the Gods, and inqui-. 


with the fick; nor 


ries of Oracles, and the like, fignify'd nothing; ſo that, 
at laſt, overcome with the diſtemper, they left em all 


off. It began, by report, firſt in that part of Æthichia is hegin- 
that lies above fgypt, and ſo came down into Aqypt wing. 


and Libya, and a great part of the King of Perfia's do- 
minions. Athens was ſeiz d with it on a ſudden, but 
firſt in Piræus; which occaſion'd a report that the Pelo- 
ponneſians had thrown poiſon into the wells; for at that 


time they had no ſprings or ſountains there. Afterwards 
it came up into the high city, and prov'd much more 


mortal than before, Now let every man, phyfi- 


cian or private perſon, ſay, — 
what the origin of this diſtemper might be, or What

* happen'd in the ſecond year of the Peloponneſian war, 
which was alſo the ſecond, 6s rather the begining of the Und.

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tion. For my own part, having been ill of it my ſelf, 
and ſeen others that were ſo too, I ſhall now declare

Sr. Thy year was univerſally allow'd to be the healthieſt 


and freeſt from other diſeaſes of any; and, if any one 
was ſick before, all his illneſs was converted to this. 


Others, who were in perfect health, were taken ſudden- 


ly, without any apparent cauſe, with violent heats in 
_ heads, and with N and inflammations in their 


Their tongues and throats within became imme- 
Jately bloody ; their breath in great diſorder and offen- 
s enfu'd; and, in a 

ſhort time, the pain deſcended into the breaf?, attended 
with a violent cough. When it was once ſettled about

ty imaginable. Many were ſeiz d with a hiccup, that 


drought up nothing, but occaſion'd a violent convulſiom, 
which in ſome went off preſently, but in others conti- 


nu'd much longer, The body outwardly was neither very 


hot to the touch, nor pale, but rediſh, vid, and flow- 


er d (as it were) all over with little pimply eruptions, and 


ulcers; but inwardly the heat was ſo exceedingly great, 


that they cou'd not endure the ſlighteſt covering, or the 


fineſt Linen, or any thing ſhort of abſolute nakedneſs. 
It was alſo an infinite pleaſure to em to plunge into cold 
water ; and many of thoſe who were not well attended 
did ſo, running to the wells, to quench their inſatiable 
thirſt : not that it ſignify d whether they drank much or 
little; a great wneaſineſs and reſtleſneſi attending em, 
together with a continual watching, While the diſtem- 
per was advancing to the height, the body did not fall

'venth day of the inward burning, ſome ſtrength yet re-

S Nor was there any 
difference in bodies, as to ſtrength or weakneſs," to ena- 


ble em to reſiſt it; but it ſwept all away, what care or 


method foover was taken. The terribleſt circumſtance 
of all was the dejeftion of mind in thoſe that found them- 
ſelves beginning to be ill (for, growing immediately de- 
ſperate, they gave themſelves over much more, without 
making any reſiſtance) ; and their dying like ſheep, 
infected by their care and concern for others, increas'd 


their deſpair; the greateſt mortality proceeding this 


way. For, if they were unwilling to viſit others thro” 


fear, they dy'd by themſelves without affiftance (by 

which means many families became deſolate, for want of 
ſame body to take care of 'em); or, if they viſited, they 
lkewiſe dy'd, eſpecially thoſe who had virtue or huma- 
Nity enough to do any friendly offices: for ſuch out of 
ſhame wou'd not ſpare themſelves, but went in to their 
friends, eſpecially after it came to that paſs that even the 
domeſticks, weary'd with the lamentations of thoſe that 
dy'd, fell ill themſelves, overcome with the greatneſs of 
the calamity. But thoſe that were recover'd had much 
compaſſion on thoſe that were dying, and on thoſe that 
lay ſick, as having known the miſery themſelves, and 
now were in a ſecure and fafe ſituation : for it never ſeiz'd 


the ſame perſon twice, ſo as to be mortal. Others there- 


fore efteem'd them happy, and they themſelves, thro* 
excels of preſent joy, conceiv'd a kind of ſmall hope ne- 
yer to die of any future ſickneſs, 

The bringing proviſions from the country to the city 
was an additional grievance, and equally affefted thoſe 
who came with em into the city, For, having no 
houſes, but dwelling, at that time of the year, in fing 
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bt order; dead men, and thoſe that were juſt expiring, 
lying upon one another in the ftreets, while men half- 
dead lay about every well, deſiring a little water. The 
Temples alſo, where they dwelt in tents, were alſo full 
of the dead that dy'd there : for, opprefs'd to the laſt de- 
gree by the violence of the diſtemper, and not knowing 


Holy and profane things. All the laws relating to fune- 
tals, that had been obſerv'd before, were now violated 
and confounded ; every one burying where he cou'd find 
room. Many, for want of necefſicies, after ſo many 
cle of Funerals, For, when one had made 2 Funeral. 
pile, another, getting before him, wou'd throw on his 
dead, and ſet fire to it: and, while one was burning, 
another wou'd come, and throwing hint upon it that he 
had brought along with him, wou'd go away again. 
The great licentiouſneſs, which was alfo us'd here in 


eee Os CT For what 
a man wou'd before diſſemble, and not acknowledge to 


be done for the fake of pleaſure, he now durſt freely 
own, ſeeing before his eyes ſuch quick revolutions of 
things, rich men dying ſuddenly, and ſucceeded by o- 
thers not worth a groat: fo that they thought it better 


to have a ſpeedy enjoyment of their eſtates and pleaſures, 
as men that held their lives and fortunes alike by the 


day. As to laborious works, no man was forward to 


undertake any thing noble or laudable ; not | 
whether he ſhou'd live to finiſh it: but igt any man 
knew to be delightful, and every way coldycing to plea- 
ſure, that was made both profitable and honourable; nei- 

ther the fear of the Gods, nor the laws of men, reſtrain- 
ing any. For, with reſpect to the one, they concluded 
from what they ſaw, that it was all the fame whether 
they worſhip'd, or not worſhip'd ; all men dying with- 
out diſtinftion : and, with reſpect to the other, no man

hs to take, men grew equally careleſs both of 
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expected his life wou'd laſt, till the law cou'd puniſh 
him for his misbehaviour. But they thought there was 
now, over their heads, ſome greater judgment decreed
